NASHVILLE, August 24.—A few days ego 
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tion of the governments, careful records 
have been kept. 

Iiinstrations showing the great loss of 
both life and nee by tor- 
rential floods could multiplied indefi 
nitely, but the few cited ought to be saffi. 
cient to show that they are a calamity 
which great pains should be taken to pre- 
vent. That they are possible in the 
mountain regions of the United States was 
shown by the recent disastrous flood in 
Pennsy!vavia, when streams rose 60 rapidly 
‘that people were glad to escape with their 
lives, and lost property was valued at sev~ 
eral million dollars. While it is not to be 
supposed that torrents can be wholly pre- 
vented. by mountain forests, it is certain 
that they can be modified to such anextent 
as to prevent their doing much serious 
damage. . 

But there are possible results following 
the drying up ot the streams through the 
anlimited destruction of forests that should 
alare: the American opie, and cause 
‘hem to make greater effort to preserve the 
forests in jiocalities where they now exist 
end their eultivation where they do not. 
iow terrible these results may be is seen 
in the desolation wrought upon Babylon, 
Nineveb, Thebes, Memphis, and especially 
uvon the people of the Cainese province 
of Shang fi only three years 4ag9, by the 
loss oof their forests, History shows 
‘uat not a few nations have de, 


cined with the disappearance of their 
forests; and upon the preservation of our 
water courses may depend our existence as 
apation. While the government ought to 
protect its own forests, it is the farmers and 
other small land owners who can effect the 
most good; and every influence passible 
should be exerted to induce them to re- 
clotbe a portion ef their denuded lands. 
inthis work the most effective agency 
would be the press; and it 1s to be hoped 
that it will agitate he subject until the 
desired result is brought aboat.

FORESTS AND WATER COURSES. | 


| 
The Destruction ot Timber Drying up 
the Streams. 

‘Among the papers read before the Amer- 
ican association at Cincinnati the other day 
was one by David D. Thompson, of Cincin 
nati, who said: 

“The rapid destruction of our forests has 
at last begun to atiract public attention, 
and he efforts of those who are endeavor 
‘ing to awaken interest in the preservation 
of the standing trees, and to promote their 
cultivation where none exist, are bearing 
fruit, especially in the prairie states of the 
westand northwest. The arguments used 
are usually such as may be embraced in the 
question: What shall we do for fuel, for 
fences, for ships, for buiiding§ ma- 
terial, for railroad ties and tor the 
innumerable industries of which wood 
forms a part, when our forests have 
entirely disappeared? For aii these 
purposes it is probable that some substiiute 
may be found. but there are other uses 
for our forest trees, and fer which nothing 
else Can tabe their place. Most lmpuriant 
among these is the influence of foresis, and 
the effect of their removal, upon water 
_@ourses, such as lakes, rivers, creeks and 
brooks, and also upon springs aud wells. 
Itisa fact which some peuple do not be- 
lieve, that trees act as a surt of sponge, and 
during a rain storm absorb @ vast quantity 
of water. By the absorption of rain as it 
falls, the flooding of the streams is largely 
prevented; and by retaining the water ip 
this natural reservoir, and allowing it to 
flow off gradually, the streams are supplied 
with water continuously. It can safely be 
said that no stream baving itssource near 
& tract «f forest has ever ceased to 
flow. When the ioneers settled 
in the eastern § an middle states 
they were covered with forests, and the first 
and moat imporcant work of the new settler 
was to cat away the timber, in order to get 
land upon which w raise food for himself 
and family. For many years there was of 
course uO apparent effect upon the water 
courses, but as the number of settlers in- 
creased and the amount of forest land de- 
creased, the springs began to dry up, and 
with them the brooks and creeks and smali-

The patient's 
pulse went to 115immediately after the operation, 
but soon began to recede, and in half an hour 
had falleu to the point at which it stood when 
the examination was made for the noon 
bu.letin, viz: 104 ihe patient is 
now resting quietly, aad his general condition is 
in no respect wore than before the incision was 
made. It is thought tbat there will now be 
no further trouble with the parotid gland, since 
if more pus formsit can readily escape through 
this opening. The patient has swallowed to day 
about 14 ounces of liquid food, consisting princi 

pally of beef extract, peptorized milk and milk 

porridge. At thishour he continues to do well.

HOW THE DAY PASSED, 
The president passed a more refreshing night 
last night than he had had before in nearly a 
week. His iutervals of wakefuiuess were shorter 
and lessfrequent than usual, and for several 
hours ata ume he neeced noattention whatever 
from his attendauts. Early thismorning he ex- 
pressed a desire for food and took with apparent 
relish about four ounces of beef 
extract. The condition of his stomach 
80 far as its ability to assimilate 
and dispose of food wére concerned, 
seemed even better than yestérday, and as soon 
as the surgeons became assured of this fact they 
decided to discontinue, at least for the present, 
food injections, and began with feelings of greater 
confidence to give larger quantities of beef 
juice, peptorized milk and milk gruel in a natu- 
ralway. Upto noon the patient swallowed be- 
tween thirteen and fourteen ounces of this gind 
of food; and the effects of the increased amount of 
nourishment taken yesterday aud to-day began 
to be apparentin the steadier and stronger 
pulse—the rate of which at noon was only four 
beats Ligher than early in the morning. The 
wound at the morning dressing presented a 
healthy appearance and its condition was in 
every respect satisfactory. The glandular in-~ 
flammation, however, seemed to have undergone 
a slight change since yesterday. Its appearance 
was about the same, but it was a little softer to 
the touch, and there were indications that the 
process of suppuration had begun. Later in the 
forenvon a more thorough and careful examina- 
tion was made and unmistakable evidevce was 
obtained of the presence of pus, although the 
amount secreted up W that time wassmall, In 
view of the iow and im poverish~ 
ed condition of the patient's blood 
it was thought unsafe to allow this pus to remain 
in the gland, siace, if not liberated promptly, 
its character might change and complication be- 
come more serious. 
At the noon consuitation it was decided to make 
ad iucision, and soon after the 12:80 bulletin was 
issued Dr. Hamilton cut into the swelling on the 
right side of the face below and in iront of the 
ear, and set free a small quantity of 
healthy pus. The operation was, comparatively 
speaking, a trifling one, a: the iocision was not 
deep, and it was therefore thought unuecessary'to 
use sue sthetics either local or general. A spray 
of carbolized water, however, was thrown upon 
the cut as an antiseptic precaution. The patient's 
pulse became more frequent immediately after 
the incision was made, and reached a maximum 
of 115 beats, but soon subsided.

THE BLUE GRASS. 


THE KENTUCKY 


GARDEN’ SPOT, 


Horses and Bourbon Whiskey—Ashland, the 
Home of Olay—MoGrath’s Drom— 
Scenes on the Road to Tennessee 
—The Ragby  Oovlony. 


Special Correspondence of the Philadelphia Press. 
Lexineton, Kentucky, August 18 —To 
the superficial traveler the blue grass doesn’t 
look a bit bluer than the sward of any other 
fine agricuitural plateau, but those why 
live there tell me that, when compared 
with other fields, it shows a deep biue green 
shade that gives reason for its Dame. Last 
.weelt I passed through the blue gras and 
into that wilderness of rocks, rivers and 
crude civilization upon the western slope 
of the Blue Ridge aad in eastera Tennessee, 
which; in its nearly broken solitude, seems 
to almost justify the idea of those young 
Rugby Englishmen recently arrived there, 
who thought themselves upon our extreme 
western frontier. 
The city of Lexington, some three hours 
south of Cincinnati upon the Southern 
railway, is the metropolis of the blue grass 
country, and lives upon two ideas—horses 
and bourbon whisky. I may, perlap:, add 
a third, namely, fealty to the time-honored 
aod threadbare orthodoxy of democracy. 
Every stock farm has its practice track, and 
the large >tructures so frequently mis aken 
by pesing travelers for manufactories are 
only distilleries. There are five uf these in 
Lexington, and the capital they have in- 
vested in the stock of liquor runs into the 
millions. Eight banks are doing a large 
business here in cennection with this 
article of produce. 
There is agrowing conviction in the 
minds of thoughtful citizens that, after all, 
horsesand whisky are the twin evils of the 
state. They have been west and noted the 
phenomenal growth of cities upon the 
wheat bearing plains of Lllinoisand the 
rising fortunes of lowa, Nebraska and Wis- 
consin, and reason that if the magnificent 
soilof the blue grass was applied to good, 
square agriculture, and flour mills replaced 
the distilleries, the city, which is no larger 
than when it sent, forth Henry Ciay to win 
his laurels in the senate, would grow into 
a metropolis and center of trade, such as 
Atlanta, the ‘‘Chicago of the south,”’ is fast 
becoming. 
The old court house where Clay imbibed 
his lessons in law still occupies asquare in 
the middle of the town. Ashland, the 
home of Clay, is still the Mecca of every 
pilgrim to this region, and a stately monu- 
ment stands above his sepulchre in the cea- 
ter of Lexington cemetery. Ashland was 
converted some years ago into a college 
.brough a union of the interests of vhurch 
and state, but trouble occurred between 
‘ne two interests and now the 
state is building its college 
in another part of the town. ‘The 
buildings at Ashland are no longer used for 
collegiate purposes and the brick structure 
built asan annex, and once devoted to 
technics, is now atobacco barn. An at- 
temipt has been made to ‘restore’ Ashland, 
but the old charm of the association with 
ihe great protectionist is marred by the 
knowledge that changes have been made. 
A native said, *‘Jim Claysold the old house 
in walking sticks.’ The title is held by tbe 
‘ Christian’ church, Garfield’s denomiua- 
tion. 7 
Ulay’s sarcophagus bearing the following 
im pressive declaration:

When Clay died the country gave him a 
national funeral. Every city paraded its 
cortege, and no man was so honored be- 
i.ween the deaths of Washington and Lin- 
coln. 
Ine view from Ashland toward the city 
gives that impression of liberal domain 
pecuilar to English parks. These old line 
siatesmen Chose the sites of their homes 
with an artistic eye. Caiheun lived upon 
he crest of a wooded ridge, .ot far from 
he Georgia line; in South Careliua, where 
be view gave a wealth of far-reaching per- 
spectiv: as fine as I have seen in the south. 
(he blue grass was debatable ground durivg 
ihe war, and raids were made by both 
armies alternately, although federai power 
was maintained after the first year. Morgan, 
a resident of Lexington, raised his raiders 
here and mounted them on coursers fed 
upon the rich grass of the region. 
At the leading botel I me, one of Mor- 
gan’s lieutenauts, now a railroad official, 
like a great many of the representative 
nven of the south. His reminiscences, like 
wost of such memories, were interesting. 
Morgan is looked upon here as the “Light 
Horse Harry” of the rebellion. 
Behind the counter, upon a fire proof, at 
this same hore! is the first drum ever used 
‘sa starter for horses, It was used at New 
Orleans, and given to McGrath, who lately 
died at Loug Branch. The drum is silent, 
and the Metairie course once so famous, is 
a thing of the past. And so goes the world. 
Close by Lexington is King’s stock-farm, 
aud Len Broeks’, and Dr. Herr’s. We drove 
io the latier place. a regular, conventional 
southern bome—Greciau portico, low cor- 
uice, Dig trees, and all, witha fine approach 
acruss a broad lawn. Behind the house and 
stretching away toward the horizon were 
ne fields, smooth and green, dotted with 
copses Of walnut, maple and oak, 
ioder which the steek, blooded cattle, 
quise and bovine, lingered in the 
uvnoteny of content. When the doctor 
rdered out a magnificent stallion, and had 
im exercised for our delectation, we could 
uter in scnmie slight degree, as we watched 
he graceiul action of the spirited animal, 
his glistening sides and arching neck, into 
Lue enthusiasm which actuates men who 
follow tbe turf as a life-long form of amuse- 
ment or profit. 
Fine cattle, bovines being meant, are ev- 
identiy beld in good esteem here. While I 
was in own asale occurred at which the 
average price for cows was $59 

Bidding good-bye to the veivet hills and 
seas Of corn, to the winding brooks, 
wreathed with willow glades, and to the 
high-stepping pacers, we left for Tennes- 
see. One hundred miles below Cincinnati 
the Southern railway crosses the Kentucky 
river upon the highest bridge on the conti- 
nent and highest pier-bridge in the world 
Immense and costly towers stand upon the 
verge of either cliff, showing that it was 
origipally intended to make this a suspen- 
sion-bridge, but for some engineering 
reason the original plan was abandoned 
and the massive iron track way is sup- 
ported from below at a height of two hun- 
dred and seventy-six feet. 

The whole line of the Southern railway, 
projected asit is at a right angle with 
macy spurs and rivers, isa maze of engi- 
neering difficulties. Three hours south of 
Lexington along tunnel terminates upon 
an iron bridge ihat springs directly trom 
(he sheer cliff at adizzy height abiove the 
Cumberland river. The effect is startling. 
fhis is at Point Burnside, a headiand 
oamed in honor of the general, who con. 
iucted some military operations here. At 
Point Burnside the railway company has 
vuilt a hotel, and a man from near Trenton 
rans it. sie 

But little is said about Ragby. the Eng- 
lish colony in Tennessee. The general 
impression I obtained from the natives as 
to the enterprise was fot reassuring. At 
Gien Mary, where the Rugbyitescome to 
meet trains, there were two or three young 
Englishmea standing by the track as we 
balted fora moment, andI fancied they 
looked tired andworn. ‘They certainly had 
lost the clear, peach bicom complexions 
they brought with them last year, and were 
as brown as mountaineers, I regretted that 
want of time prevented a repetition of my 
visit of last year. Rugby will doubties 
bold its own a8 a pieasant summering 
place, for its surroundings are very pictur- 
esque and its inaccessibility proves rather 
a spur than a hinderance to visitors. Bat I 
think those of its projectors who proposed 
making it a great farm must have become 
discouraged ere this. If the settiers will ex- 
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never furnished by them, and that nosuch 
moneys had heen received from the dis- 
bursing officer of the signal corps.

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A CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY 


Between a Mayor and a Kailroad 
“fficial. 


Ricumonp, Va, August 24—A_ conflict 
ot authority has resulted Letween Mayor 
Carrington and the Richmond and Allegha- 
ny railroad, in consequence of the action of 
the former last night in having the water 
turned from the canal above the city into 


the river, so as to. in a Measure, sup- 
ply the dam which feeds the city 
waterworks. To-day at noon General 
Walker, superintendent of the above- 
named road, ordered the section master to 
proceed with his entire force to Ruther 
ford’s mill, where the water had been 
turned irto the river and close the gates 
opened last night by order of the mayor 
He further instructed the section master if 
interfered with in the execution of the 
order to obtain warrants from the county 
authorities for the arrest of the parties so 
interfering. The mayor upon hearing of 
this at once ordered the chief of police to 
take the police force to the same point and 
prevent any one frm closiug or otherwise 
interfering withthem. Upon the arrival of 
the police at Rutherford’s mills it was 
found that the water had not been turned 
into the reservoir there but that it had been 
done at the waste gates half a mile above, 
and beyond the _ jurisdiction of 

ity police. The gates which 

been closed by the railroad 

were at once reopened, and immediately 
thereafter the employes of the railroad 
company proceeded to obtain a warrant of 
arrest from the county magistrate. Noth- 
ing further has yet occurred. General 
Walker expresses a perfect willingness tu 
turo the water into the canal at Basher’s 
dam, about nine miles above the city, 
which course, he thinks, would give the 
needed relief He is confident, how- 
ever, that by turning it into the 
reservoir at Rutberford’s mill- 
gate it would not help the city, as the water 
would be diffused over the surfaceof adry 
reservoir bed and do no good... He 1s not 
only willing to help the city in the matter, 
but would send a force to Basher’s dam to 
aid in the work. A special meetingof the 
common council is being held this evening 
for the consideration of the water troubles 
aod for devising the best and promptest 
means of affording permanent reiief, 


The Cotton Crop in Texas, 


A gentleman, writing to his partner io this city, 
gives the following account of the condition of 
the cotton crop in Texas; 

Since my last the crop prospects in north Texas 
have greatly changed for the worse. The plant 
almost generally stopped growing 3 to 4 weeks 
since and in many iustaucesa lerge area in the 
fields is covered wiih dead weed and in others 
the weed is very rusty, small and 
generally disreputable in appearance. 
A good, geutie, soaking rain even 
vow would add greatly to the crop, although it 
would cause a large shedding aod would greatly 
damage the large amount of cotton that is open. 
We have had, in perhaps Zor 4 light showers, 
not over 1*4 inches of rain since Sist May. In 
May, I thing, we had avout 10 inches, perhaps 
more. ln the past two w:: &s I have been throuxh 
the counties of Titus, Bo. ie, Hopkins, Red River, 
Delta, Lamar, Fannin, ilunt, Grayson, Cooke, 
Denton and Wise, and iu tne three last named 
the crop 1s generally fair to good; also reported 
good in Outague, Ciay, and Jack and other 
counties w st aud southwest of Gainesville. It 
is also very fair on the nor.lern borders of the first 
named counties along Red riyer. It is reported 
very poor in the Brazos country and in southern 
Texas. On the whole, I think now that northera 
Texas will make 15 to 25 per cent léss than last 
year, although the planting was much larger. 
The hot dry weather is forcing the cotton open 
very rapidly and picking is progressing as fast as 
the eacessively hot weather will permit. The 
re eipis yesterday in the 8 or 10 towns we operate 
in was about 175 bales. _ 


A Mexican Sabsidy. 


GALVESTON, August24.—A special to the News 
from the City of Mexico, dated yesterday, says 
Palmer, Sullivan & Co. received to day from the 
Mexican government 96,000 silver dollars on the 
first installmeat of the subsidy earned by com 
enn the firstsection of their Zacatecas divis- 
ion. The remainder will be paid in weekly pay 
ments each Saturday until discharged. A sub- 
sidy has also been paid ov the first section of the 
Matamoras branch of the company. The sub- 
sidy on the latter branch is $8,000 per mile, and 
on the Zacatecas branch $11,000 per mile.

THE FRUITS OF EARTH 


N&CESSARY TO HUMAN EXISTENCE. 


The Orops of the World Reviewed—Asa Lacreased 
Yield in France—B:low ths Average in 
Great Britainm—Good in Ans- 
tris, France and Iialy, 


Lonpon, August 24 —A volume of reports 
on the harvests of the different countries 
throughout the world, brought out an- 
aually, is now being issued. The reports 
of the wheat crop in France are this year 
from over a larger area, and indicate a bet- 
ter crop than last year. Tais year’s barley 
is not so good as in 1880, but itis fairly 
good. Maize is ordinary, and oats and rye 
Mir. Oa the whole, the crops are not up 
to those of last year, but wheat is not 
much below the average. None of the 
crops will be very bad, but none will be 
very good. The crops in Great Britain are 
described as follows: Wheat is ten per 
cent. below the average, and likely to 
realize only 10,000,000 quarters; barley, 
ten per cent. below the average. The year 
is one in which tarmers are not likely to 
recoup themselves for the losses during 
the past five years. In Ausiria and Hun- 
gary the crops are good all around; wheat 
and barley both above the average; rye 
very much and oats slightly: under the 
average. Reports from Italy agree that the 
crops are of a medium quality, and much 
below the abandance of those of 1880. In 
tue Turkish provinces on the Danube the 
wheat harvest will be medium; rye good 
and abundant; barley good as regards 
quality, but bad in quantity; oats very 
much above the average. All reporis 
from Kaussia agree that barley is the 
best crop this year, doubling that of 
1880 in quantity, but not so plump and 
weighty. Rye is abundant. Throughout 
Germapy, autumn aod spring sowing are 
in marked contrast, the former yielding 
good, and the latter very defective crops. 
Oats are very good, barley thin, and none 
of the crops are of an average. Ila Prussia 
the state of the crops is fair. The wheat 
crop is very poor in quantity, owing to 
drouth, ‘and in quality it is very fine. 
Oats and barley are good in quantity and 
quality, but there isasmall area sown of 
the latter. 


In Belgium, wheat is far below the aver- 
age; bariey good; rye and oats fair. All 
crops in Spain are bad. All cereals in Hol- 
iand in gcud condition. All reports from 
the United States agree that the yield will 
be under the average. 

The Times says: ‘The almost daily rains 
are sadly interfering with the harvest, and 
unless tine weather immediately sets in, 
irreparable injury will be caused the wheat 
crop, much of which has been cut some time. 
A large acreage yet remains exposed in the 
field, awaiting suitable weather for carrying 
while reaping has been suspended in some 
laces. 

, special dispatch to The Constitution. 
Lonpon, August 24—Reporis from _ vari- 
ous parts of the provinces state that the 
heavy rains have done immense d» mage to 
the crops. Cut crops have already vegup to 
sprout. Great apprehensions are felt for 
the harvest in Ireland, owing to the contin- 
uous rains throughout the country. Corn 
is much damaged and poiatoes are showing 
signs of extensive disease.

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Ahe «cole Cbarter. 

The unusuat delay of the senate 
mittee in acting upon the bill embody- 
ing the Cole charter has been the occasion 
of considérable comment, and fear has 
been expressed in many quarters that 
the charter will defeated 50 
amended asto render it useless. THE 
ConstitCTION has reason to believe that 
these fears are groundless. The delay, 
as we are informed, has been occasioned 
by the absence of senators who desired 
to be present when the charter is con- 
sidered, From all we can learn, the 
charter will pass the senate by as large 
& majority, relatively, as it received in 
the house. The arguments made by 
General Alexander, vice-president of the 
Nashville road, against 
certain provisions in the charter, have 
been fully met by Colonel Gole, and lit- 
tle room is left for serious debate on the 
subject. 

General Alexander was vehement in 
maintaining his right te refuse to divide 
his track with Colonel Cole, and drew 
upon his imagination for certain troubles 
and complications that. would follow; 
and yet he is daily using the line from 
Chattanooga to Stevenson in full fellow- 
ship with Colonel Cole’s line. This use 
has been going on for years, and yet the 
Louisville and .Nashville has had no 
trouble on account of it. Three trunk 
lines use the road around Lookout Point 
daily and there is as little trouble on this 
part of the road as om any other. In 
Nashville. one road is used by sev- 
eral lines. The West Point has for 
years used seven miles of the track of 
the Macon and Western, and there has 
been no serious accident on the line on 
this account. 

The truth is, it is the purpose and de- 
sire of the Louisville and Nashville com- 
bination to crippte the charter or defeat 
it. The right asked for by Colonel Cole 
- -—that the mew road be allowed the joint 
use of a line inside an incorporated city 
—is in all respects reasonable. It is as 
much for the convenience of the public 
as it is for the benefit of the road. Mem- 
bers of the senate who may question 
this will find it hard to explain to their 
constituents why they can grant the 
tight of way over private property—even 
to the granting of the right to condemn 
the property-—-and yet have no power to 
condemn the property of a corporation 
for the same purpose. No more prepos- 
terous or more arrogant claim was ever 
set up than that embodied in the argu- 
ment that the legislature may condemn 
the property of an individual, and 
no right to condemn quasi-public prop- 
erty used by a monopoly. 

‘We call upon senators to look care- 
faily to the attempts to so amend this 
charter that it will be useless. Public 
sentiment in Georgia was never as 
unanimous on any subject as it is on 
granting this ecbarter, and there is a 
greater desire for it since it has been 
ascertained that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville road is opposed to it. This corpo- 
ration virtually controls all the roads 
centering in Atlanta, except the Air- 
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Select share of public attention — Mr.

A CHEROKEE ROBBERY 


That Savors of Adventure aod Dar- 
ing. 

Yesterday a ConstiruTion representative 
met Mr. Burgess Smith, one of Atianta’s 
expert book-keepers who said: 

“If you will see Senator -Payne, of Cher- 
okee county, he will give you the par- 
ticularsof a big robbery near Canton.”

Late 
in the evening Mr. Jackson returned to Mr 
Kemp’s, where the neighbors who had dined 
with him were stiil congregated. After 
passing a few words with the party Mr. 
Jackson passed on to his room, but instant- 
ly discovered that his trunk had been 
broken open, the top baving been prized 
oft An examination resul:ed in discover 
ing that the entire sam of money, $1 969 
was m ssing As Mr. Jackson 
had told no one but Mr. 
ind Mrs Kemp of the presence of! 
ihe money, he at once suspected them and 
eansed the arrestof Mr. Kemp, charging 
him with the offense. Such was the rep 
utation of Mr. Kemp thatina short time 
ne was able to give the required bond. A 
fewdaysafter nis arrest, a son of Mr 
Kemp who had been married bat a 
short time, started for San Francisco, Cal- 
ifornia His departure at this par 
ticular time aroused the thinking powers 
of Deputy-Sherifl Ketchum, of Caerokee 
couety. Procuring atrusty colored man 
Mr Ketcbum gave hima fine gold waica 
and sent him to Chattanooga, where young 
Kemp was stopping afew days In com- 
pliance with Mr Ketchum’s instructions 
tae colored man suught Kemp in Chbatta- 
nooga and to hm sold the goid 
watch for twenty-five dollars. The money 
paid by young Kemp was gold, and this
